FUGITIVES  FROM  JUSTICE 

There  were  six  hundred  and  sixty-two  (662)  fugitives  from  jus- 
tice arrested  in  St.  Louis  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1923. 
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Of  this  number  five  hundred  and  forty-three  (543)  were  delivered 
to  authorities  of  other  cities  and  one  hundred  and  nineteen  (119)  were 
released. 

There  were  seventy-six  (76)  fugitives  from  justice  traced  to  and 
arrested  in  other  cities  and  returned  to  St.  Louis  for  trial  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1923.

In  addition  to  the  above,  members  of  this  bureau  rendered  much  as- 
sistance to  local  and  out-of-town  officers  in  exhibiting  photos  of  criminals  to 
victims  of  robberies,  burglaries,  confidence  games,  pickpockets,  etc.,  for  the 
purpose  of  identification,  and  a  great  number  of  copies  of  photos  of  persons 
wanted  for  various  crimes  were  made,  and  also  a  number  of  photos  of  crim- 
inals previously  on  file,  but  whose  appearance  was  changed,  were  retaken.  Dur- 
ing the  year  this  bureau  exchanged  photos,  finger  prints,  etc.,  with  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Bureau  of  Identification  at  Sacramento,  Cal.,  which  has  on  file  rec- 
ords of  all  criminals  arrested  in  cities  of  that  state.  Photos  of  confidence  men, 
pickpockets,  etc.,  were  furnished  officers  of  other  cities  for  use  in  keeping  fairs, 
carnivals,  etc.,  clear  of  this  class  of  crooks.  The  photographer  and  members 
of  this  bureau  also  visited  scenes  of  burglaries,  homicides,  robberies,  fires, 
etc.,  for  the  purpose  of  making  photographs  of  finger  prints  and  other  objects 
that  might  be  used  as  evidence  before  the  Coroner  and  in  the  courts. 

This  bureau  also  rendered  assistance  to  the  U.  S.  Secret  Service;  De- 
partment of  Justice,  Post  Office  Inspectors,  American  Railway  Express,  and 
various  railroad  special  agents.

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OFFICE  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  OF  POLICE 


Since  the  abolition  of  the  office  of  Judge-Advocate  and  Investigator,  which 
was  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  on  August  9,  1921,  such 
duties  pertinent  to  that  office  were  ordered  continued  and  are  now  performed 
by  the  office  of  the  Inspector  of  Police. 

The  following  personnel  constitute  the  office  of  Inspector  of  Police: 

1  Inspector  of  Police  1  Uniform  Inspector 

1  Assistant  to  Inspector  1  Drillmaster 

1  Instructor  of  Police  1  Stenographer 

2  Assistant  Instructors 

The  duties  discharged  by  the  office  of  the  Inspector  of  Police  are  manifold 
and  diversified,  probably  the  most  pronounced  function  being  to  act  as 
clearing  house  for  all  complaints  made  against  members  of  the  department, 
the  results  of  each  investigation  being  reported  on,  with  recommendation, 
to  the  Chief  of  Police  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  the  Board. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  routine  of  the  office,  tours  of  inspection  are 
made  of  the  various  districts  by  the  Inspector  of  Police,  who  reports  all  irreg- 
ularities or  ineffectiveness  on  the  part  of  attaches  of  the  department  to  the 
Chief  of  Police,  together  with,  recommendation,  and  on  orders  from  the  Chief 
of  Police,  prepares  all  charges,  subpoenaes,  etc.,  fixes  dates  of  trials,  and 
prosecutes  such  charges  before  the  Board,  the  proceedings  being  reported  by 
the  Inspector's  stenographer. 

The  office  of  the  Inspector  of  Police  also  investigates  all  requests  of 
members  of  the  department  to  retain  presents,  rewards,  judgments  in  legal 
suits;  employ  counsel;  reimbursements  of  a  various  nature;  to  file  suit;  sick 
time  allowances,  etc.;  matters  of  debt  complaints;  credit  allowances  and,  in 
fact,  all  matters  of  a  general  nature  pertaining  to  or  affecting  members  of 
the  department  which  require  investigation.

♦This  number  constitutes  all  details  for  funerals,  special  escorts,  wed- 
dings, baseball  games,  municipal  entertainments  and  gatherings,  annual  police 
parade,  etc.,  including  details  for  elections,  when  every  member  of  the  uni- 
form rank  on  precinct  and  beat  duty  is  detailed  at  the  various  polling  places 
throughout  the  city,  yet  do  not  come  within  the  officer's  regular  territory. 

The  position  of  Instructor  of  Police  was  created  on  October  16,  1921,  by 
the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  in  response  to  the  urgent  need  of  a 
specific  course  of  instructions  for  newly  appointed  members  of  the  force, 
and  the  duties  incumbent  to  such  position  are  to  receive  all  applications  for 
the  force  proper,  exercise  supervision  over  the  preliminary  examinations  of 
applicants,  see  that  dates  of  examinations  are  announced  concurrent  with 
the  analysis  of  eligibility,  and,  with  the  aid  of  the  Assistant  Instructor,  make 
an  investigation  of  each  applicant's  mental  aptitude,  character  and  reputation, 
and  conduct  a  thorough  course  of  general  instructions  at  the  School  of  In- 
struction, where  all  appointees  are  committed  to  thirty  days'  drilling  on 
Governmental  Process,  Improved  Police  Practices,  City  Ordinances,  State  Laws, 
General  Forms  of  Reports,  etc.  Nine  physical  and  mental  examinations  were 
held  during  the  fiscal  year,  resulting  as  follows:

The  Instructor  of  Police  investigates  and  analyzes  the  eligibility  of  appli- 
cants for  positions  as  licensed  private  watchmen,  and  supervises  and  instructs 
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them  as  to  the  proper  way  of  executing  their  duties  as  such.  It  is  estimated 
that  during  the  fiscal  year  two  hundred  men  applied  for  applications  and  were 
found  to  be  under  age,  aliens,  either  not  residents  of  the  city  or  not  registered 
voters  of  the  city,  and  otherwise  not  qualified. 

The  Uniform  Inspector,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector,  holds 
general  inspections  twice  yearly  of  all  winter  and  summer  uniforms,  gloves, 
leggings,  hats,  caps  or  helmets,  etc.,  at  which  time  all  equipment  not  of  the 
regulation  style  is  ordered  replaced  by  paraphernalia  to  comply  with  the  reg1- 
ular  specifications,  as  the  Inspector  is  wholly  responsible  for  the  general  ap- 
pearance of  the  uniform  rank  and  file  of  the  department;  he  also  conducts 
such  other  inspections  as  the  exigency  of  the  service  may  from  time  to  time 
require,  and  investigates  all  claims  for  uniform  and  equipment  damages 
caused  in  the  discharge  of  police  duty,  arbitrating  the  matter  with  those  con- 
cerned, and  makes  recommendation  for  the  guidance  of  the  Board.  The 
Uniform  Inspector  delineates  the  specifications  as  to  quality,  workmanship, 
style,  etc.,  of  the  uniforms  purchased  for  the  use  of  members  of  the  depart- 
ment. He  also  officiates  as  sergeant-at-arms  in  the  preservation  of  order  and 
decorum  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  and  during 
all  trials  prosecuted  before  the  Board.  A  clipping  bureau  is  maintained  by 
him  in  which  are  preserved  clippings  from  local  metropolitan  papers  bearing 
on  police  activity  and  otherwise. 

The  Drillmaster  officiates  as  officer  in  charge,  and  arranges  all  escorts 
to  dignitaries,  reviews,  parades,  details,  funerals,  etc.,  notable  parade  display 
during  the  fiscal  year  being  evident  at  the  Annual  Police  Parade,  Review  and 
Inspection  by  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  accompanied  by  State  and  city 
officials.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Drillmaster  the  department  is  divided 
into  a  Drill  Corps,  consisting  of  Companies  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F,  G  and  I;  Zouaves; 
Color  Squad,  and  Machine  Gun  Detachment.  Each  company  drills  weekly  for 
a  period  during  each  year  at  the  First  Regiment  Armory.  Company  "I"  is 
composed  entirely  of  veterans  of  the  World  War,  and  is  especially  drilled  in 
the  use  of  the  riot  gun,  and  can  be  mobilized  for  riot  duty  at  a  moment's 
notice;  the  Machine  Gun  Detachment  is  made  up  of  men  who  have  proven 
themselves  in  marksmanship,  and  are  armed  with  the  Lewis  Machine  Gun, 
which  can  be  dismounted  and  assembled  in  a  period  of  three  to  four  minutes 
by  each  member  of  the  detachment  blindfolded;  the  Color  Squad  is  composed 
of  members  of  the  traffic  detachment,  and  the  Zouaves  act  as  display  com- 
pany on  formal  occasions.  The  Drillmaster  also  directs  the  activities  at  the 
target  range,  at  which  1,440  officers  of  the  department  participated  during 
the  fiscal  year.  Out  of  this  number,  182  members  qualified  as  experts;  six 
of  the  number  averaged  between  90  and  93^  per  cent,  who  competed  in  a 
final  contest  for  the  Commissioners'  Gold  Marksmanship  Medal,  each  firing 
20  shots,  double  action,  at  rapid  fire  on  a  reduced  target,  conforming  to  the 
official  AN  target  used  by  the  United  States  Army  and  Navy  for  quick 
shooting.  A  general  average  of  about  six  seconds  was  used  in  each  string 
of  five  shots,  although  allowed  the  regulation  time  of  eight  seconds.  The 
prominent  feature  of  the  range  is  the  moving  target,  which  simulates  shoot- 
ing as  nearly  as  possible  as  under  actual  conditions.  The  range  is  open 
to  volunteer  shooting  at  all  times  in  addition  to  regularly  scheduled  practice. 
An  aggregate  of  55,000  shots  were  fired  at  the  range  during  the  fiscal  year,  all 
being  reloaded  by  the  Drillmaster  for  use  at  some  future  date. 


The  Police  Journal 

The  Police  Journal — the  Department's  weekly  newspaper — is  unquestion- 
ably of  great  importance  as  a  factor  in  maintaining  the  high  state  of  efficiency 
in  the  Police  Force  of  St.  Louis.  The  Journal  closed  its  eleventh  volume  with 
the  issue  of  March  28,  1923. 

Ever  since  the  paper  was  established  it  has  been  the  desire  of  those  hav- 
ing it  in  charge  to  make  its  contents  as  interesting  to  the  members  of  the 
Department  as  possible.    Not  only  formal  orders,  city  ordinances  affecting 
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police  work,  and  the  weekly  proceedings  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Police 
Commissioners,  have  been  given  complete  publication,  but  any  item  considered 
of  general  interest  to  policemen  happening  here  or  elsewhere  has  received 
as  much  space  as  the  limited  size  of  the  Police  Journal's  pages  would  allow. 

The  Police  Journal  will  not  suffer  by  comparison  with  other  police  papers, 
although  it  is  issued  each  week  while  the  police  papers  of  other  cities  are 
issued  monthly.  So  far  as  known,  St.  Louis,  in  the  Police  Journal,  has  the 
only  weekly  police  newspaper  in  the  world. 

The  officials  of  the  Police  Department,  without  exception,  from  the  Com- 
missioners down  to  the  smallest  salaried  employe  on  the  rolls,  believe  that  the 
Police  Journal  wields  an  influence  for  good  in  the  Department  which  could  not 
be  reached  by  any  other  means. 

The  Police  Journal  can  point  with  justifiable  pride  to  the  fact  that  there  is 
a  growing  demand  for  it  from  prominent  persons  outside  of  the  Department, 
living  in  St.  Louis  and  elsewhere,  and  from  police  departments  in  other  cities, 
public  libraries  and  civic  and  sociological  organizations.  Calls  to  be  placed  on 
the  mailing  list  of  the  Journal  are  not  infrequent,  and  requests  of  reputable 
citizens  of  St.  Louis,  or  persons  outside  of  St.  Louis,  are  cheerfully  granted. 

The  Journal  is  optimistic,  looking  forward  to  improvement  and  advance- 
ment all  along  the  line,  holding  a  sincere  belief  in  the  integrity  of  the  Police 
Force,  and  deeply  earnest  in  the  conviction  that  a  constant  and  renewed  effort 
for  the  upbuilding  of  the  personnel  and  the  morale  of  the  men,  will  certainly 
bring  creditable  results  to  the  members  and  to  the  citizens  of  St.  Louis  and 
the  State  of  Missouri.

Estimated  telephone  calls  and  connections  made  through  the  Headquarters 
switchboard  averaged  1,937  daily.  Like  calls  and  connections  completed  through  the 
Bell  private  branch  exchange  switchboard  averaged  2,113  daily. 

Descriptions,  officers'  reports,  reports  on  automobiles  stolen  and  recovered,  mis- 
cellaneous reports  received,  transmitted  and  booked  by  the  tracer,  etc.,  averaged  617 
daily. 

Connecting  the  Bell  telephone  exchange  with  the  police  Bell  private  branch 
exchange  switchboard  (Olive  5000)  are  seven  trunk  lines,  over  which  all  Bell  sub- 
scribers may  be  connected  with  the  police  stations  and  with  officials  of  the  Police 
Department. 

Connecting  with  the  Police  Headquarters  switchboard  are  six  Kinloch  tele- 
phone trunk  lines.  Over  such  lines  Kinloch  subscribers  may  be  connected  with 
police  stations,  or  with  police  officials,  by  asking  for  connection  with  Central  6700. 


The  fourteen  district  stations  are  each  equipped  with  common  battery  switch- 
boards, with  approved  storage  battery  and  battery  charging  equipment;  also  with 
automatic  flashing  device  for  flashing  the  red  signal  light,  with  which  each  of  the 
patrol  boxes  is  equipped. 

Connected  with  Police  Headquarters  switchboard,  located  in  Police  Headquar- 
ters Building,  are  trunk  lines  to  each  of  the  fourteen  district  station  switchboards. 

Connected  with  each  district  station  are  trunk  lines  to  the  adjoining  district 
switchboards.  In  the  event  that  the  Headquarters  switchboard  direct  trunk  line  to  a 
district  station  should  be  out  of  order,  the  Headquarters  operator  may  connect  with 
the  disabled  district  through  the  adjoining  district,  and  may  in  such  manner  give  sat- 
isfactory service  until  the  direct  trunk  line  is  repaired. 

Connected  with  the  department  district  switchboards  are  721  telephones,  603  of 
these  being  in  patrol  boxes,  also  a  like  number  of  red  signal  flashlights. 

Six  additional  patrol  boxes  with  flashlight  equipment  have  been  installed  during 
the  past  year. 

During  the  year  the  Headquarters  switchboard  was  removed  to  the  room  located 
at  the  northeast  corner  of  the  Headquarters  Building,  where  a  greatly  improved  police 
telephone  switchboard  and  tracing  switchboard  cabinet,  together  with  the  Bell 
telephone  switchboard  and  the  necessary  apparatus  pertaining  thereto,  were  installed. 
Complete  satisfaction,  especially  in  the  tracing  transmission,  has  resulted. 

Necessary  new  work,  repairs  and  general  maintenance  of  the  police  telephone, 
patrol  and  flashlight  service  has  been  given  prompt  and  courteous  attention  by  the 
Fire  and  Police  Telegraph  Department. 

The  City  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Section  has  also  cheerfully  responded  to 
requests  for  new  work,  materials  and  repairs.

POLICE  BAND 


The  Police  Band,  an  organization  composed  of  33  musicians,  a  drum-major 
and  bandmaster,  which  was  formed  in  September,  1921,  with  a  personnel  of  17  mem- 
bers, has  developed  into  a  musical  unit  second  to  none  in  the  city.  The  uniforms 
and  instruments  have  been  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  and 
each  musician  is  held  responsible  for  the  instrument  he  plays.  The  officers  of  the 
band  are  as  follows:

It  is  through  the  untiring  efforts  of  Prof.  Falkenhainer  that  the  band  has  made  such 
great  progress  as  it  has. 

Rehearsals  are  held  on  Wednesday  of  each  week  at  2  p  m.,  at  the  Eighth  Dis- 
trict Station,  and  a  special  instruction  class  is  held  at  1  p.  m.  on  Wednesdays  for 
beginners. 

The  band  always  attends  the  funerals  of  deceased  officers,  except  in  instances 
where  the  family  does  not  desire  that  they  do  so,  which  has  been  in  only  one  or 
two  instances.

The  band  attended  the  funeral  of  Patrolman  Jacob  Bush  of  the  Webster  Groves, 
Mo.,  Police  Department,  who  was  slain  by  a  burglar  whom  the  officer  encountered 
while  theformerwas  trying  to  break  into  a  house.  The  band  went  to  Webster  Groves 
and  accompanied  the  body  from  the  City  Hall  to  a  cemetery  on  the  St.  Charles  rock 
road.    This  was  on  March  21,  1923. 

The  funerals  of  three  city  firemen — Lieutenant  Michael  Kane,  Pipeman  John 
Haas  and  Driver  Eugene  Carten — all  of  Engine  Company  No.  32,  who  were  killed 
when  their  truck  collided  with  a  street  car  while  responding  to  an  alarm  on  April 
17,  1922,  were  also  attended  by  the  band. 

The  band  also  led  the  grand  march  at  the  Police  Relief  Association's  annual  show 
at  the  Coliseum,  April  17  to  26,  1922,  inclusive,  appearing  only  at  the  evening  per- 
formances. On  April  26,  1922,  the  Relief  Association  presented  a  beautiful  American 
flag  to  the  band,  the  presentation  speech  being  made  by  Colorrel  Philip  H.  Brockman, 
president  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners.
